I 
really don't. I mean, he hasn't said anything to give 
me a, any kind of a, an idea that he is. But he, he -- 
I asked him, when I talked to him for just a few 
moments earlier, I mentioned that, I think it was -- 
all right, it was Henry that wanted to speak with him 
and he says, Steve, not right now. He says between the 
headache, between the way I'm feeling, he says talk to 
me tomorrow. That's what he said to me, he says talk 
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to me tomorrow. I think he's hoping that, like he did, 
you know, a few nights ago, to kind of recover, to feel 
well enough to sit up and, and maybe to feel better. I 
don't, I don't know. But it seems like it's been kind 
of like a roller coaster experience. He's up, he's 
down. 

LINDA; But hasn't that been the message 
we've gotten for the last four days? 

STEVE : Pardon? 

LINDA: I'd be real concerned. We've gotten 

that same message, that he's not feeling well, he has a 
headache, he went to sleep, he went to bed. 

STEVE: Yeah, I know, well, that's true. It 

actually kind of started about the time Byron talked to 
him, when he -- what he did, I wasn't at a phone, 
that's quite a distance -- 

LINDA: But it seems like he's avoiding us. 

You can understand where we're coming from. 

STEVE: Yeah, but he's not. Yeah, but he's 

not. You know, he's not, because he's always loved it 
as -- such a new person like yourself, he loves to get 
on the phone. You should know that already by the 
different recordings you have of when he's talked to 
different agents. He likes to get on the phone, he 
likes to dialogue about the Book, the thing he believes 
in and share with you or listen or whatever. I mean, 
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he really does. 
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LINDA: Well, it just seems like he would be 

improved, you know, from that time to this time to at 
least talk to us. 

STEVE: Well, he was --he thought -- I think 

that's what -- well, he thought so, too. There's no 
question he thought so, because that day he came down 
to talk with Byron and he kept on saying he had to use 
the facilities, then he -- when he walked away finally, 
he pointed at the wound, he pulled up his sh-- and, in 
fact, he didn't even need to pull up his shirt but it 
was bleeding. And I, I thought whoa, I mean, it wasn't 
looking good then at all. So he made his way back to 
the bed, and he stayed there for some time, even though 
he's, he did talk in a few days to John Cox and since 
that time then, he talked to John Cox again Wednes-- 
what is, tonight's Saturday, he talked to him Wednesday 
night . 

LINDA : That ' s right . 

STEVE: And when, he went and laid back down 

again and he's not felt too good since. 

LINDA: Well, I, I got a message from John 

that he, the last time we talked to him -- 

STEVE: Uh-huh. 

LINDA: The last time John talked to him --

Yeah. 



LINDA: -- was Tuesday night. That's four 
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nights ago. 

STEVE: Could be, because -- 

LINDA: And we do have a message for him. 

STEVE: I thought this Louis came in on 
Wednesday if I'm, I'm almost positive it was Wednesday. 

LINDA: Louis? 

STEVE: Louis who came in, that's the night 

that John talked to him, was the night that Louis -- 
what is his name, Alanese (phonetic sp.)? 

LINDA: No, that was Tuesday. 

STEVE: Was it Tuesday? 

LINDA: Tuesday, yes. 

STEVE: I'm losing track of time, Linda. 

LINDA: Yeah, I'm -- so that's been four, you 

know, four whole days since -- 

STEVE: The sun goes up and down, those 

bright lights on the outside, I mean, I never know what 
time it is anymore, living in a building. 

LINDA: And I think today they gave you the 

message that we do have a message to give to him. Have 
you talked to him about that? 

STEVE; To David. To David. 

LINDA: Right. 

STEVE; I, I tried. I did tell him that, in 
fact, and he said to me, not right now. And he said he 



wanted to sleep, so I said, no problem. 
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LINDA: Well, it just seems a little funny to 

us, you, you -- you know, he can't accept one message. 
He, he won't come to the phone, he won't talk to 
anybody . 

STEVE : But - - 

LINDA: It just doesn't look good. 

STEVE: It's not really funny. He, he's 

always been like that. I mean, when I first met the 
guy, he had more to say about religion than any person 
I've ever met in my life. I mean, some substantial 
thing -- substantive things. And when I heard what he 
had to say, I said I'd like to take you, fly you at my 
expense to meet some friends and acquaintances of mine. 
And he said to me -- now get this. Now, this was weird 
to me. He said to me, Steve, 1 never do anything, I 
don't go anywhere without God directing me or telling 
me. And I looked at him like, "Huh? Say what?" And I 
mean, I'm not used to that kind of thing. I'm not into 
that kind of phenomena. And after that I got to know 
him better. I mean, it's always been like that with 
him. He doesn't make a move without being directed. 
And, and that sounds weird, I know, because there's a 
lot of people that say a lot of things like that, and 
I, I don't buy it \inless people have -- like with him, 
he was, had the ability to show something from the Book 
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and people say well, that's your interpretation. Ah, 
he doesn't, he'll say you read the chapter. What do 
you see? Now read this chapter, what do you see. 

Well, you quickly develop a picture, and you see how it 
connects. He's always done that, so see, I mean, 
that's his way. That's his way. He'll say that 
God'll tell him to trust or to wait. The word "wait" 
is a frequent word, by the way. It's not like it's 
unique to this situation. 

LINDA: But to us it just looks like he's not 

being a leader at all, that -- 

STEVE: No, but -- 

LINDA: -- instead of telling you what to do 

or -- 

STEVE: You could even talk to his 

adversaries -- 

LINDA: He's sleeping. 

STEVE: You could talk to his enemies like 

Marc Breault, and he would even tell you that when he, 
he was with them for 3-1/2 years, and in that time, how 
many times he would wait on an answer from God, and God 
would just say wait. Seriously. Even -- 

LINDA: In the meantime, what about the 

children that are there? 

STEVE: They're okay, Linda, honestly. 

LINDA: I can't believe that those children 
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are living in that kind of condition that they're okay. 
They haven't been able to come out in the sunshine. 

STEVE: Well, they seem to be doing okay. 

LINDA: They seem to be doing okay? 

STEVE: Well, yeah. I'm going to film them 

tomorrow morning, and you can check them out. I'll 
film them for a good while, as long as the battery 
lasts if I can. I'll film them for quite a while. 

LINDA: Are you going to send that to us 

tomorrow? 

STEVE: Sure, as soon as I'm done. 

LINDA: When are you going to talk to David 

and, and tell him we have a message for him? 

STEVE: It's hard to say, because you know, 

he, he's -- I never know when I can get to him because 
it depends upon if he's sleeping, if he's tired, if 
he's meditating. He is, he's been a person that a lot 
of times 

LINDA: He's just not available. 

STEVE; Well, yeah, he's -- a lot of, through 
the years he's spent a lot of time on his own in a room 
in the quiet. He really has. He's, it's the way he 
is. But when he comes out he'll talk to any and 
everybody, he'll go anywhere in the world. His life 
has been threatened for years and years, it's not 
anything new. It -- 
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LINDA: It just seems like, I'm sorry, if 

he's a leader, that he would be available to you. I 
mean -- 

STEVE: These, these are odd circumstances 

though, Linda. I mean, the wound and all. It really 
is. Very odd circumstances. And if his God told him 
to wait. Like even with myself, I've tried to talk him 
out of certain things in the past . And - - 

LINDA: Would you be afraid to just go to his 

room now and ask him to come to the phone? 

STEVE: Well, yeah, what would you -- you 

know, even if you had a good friend, they weren't 
feeling good, and they said hey, Linda, I'm gonna turn 
in now, I'm not feeling good, do you think they'd want 

LINDA: Quite frankly, under a situation like 

this, it's important enough. It's important enough. 

STEVE: But to hear him, he's gonna say he 

can't 

LINDA: He's been sleeping all day. 

STEVE: But he really hasn't been. 'Cause I 

went in there -- 

LINDA: Well, he hasn't come to the phone to 

talk to us if he hasn't been sleeping. 

STEVE: No, I know that. But he hasn't felt 

well. He says he can't, in the condition that he's in 
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right now, he had a hard time talking with me. Have 
you ever had a bad headache or you've not felt well and 
you just say, kind of leave me be? 

LINDA: Not that I couldn't get a five -second 

message . 

STEVE: Well, I guess that's his choice. 

LINDA: He couldn't be that ill. 

STEVE: I don't know what to say, Linda, 

because what are you gonna do? It's his choice. 

LINDA: Well, but, but I'm saying. He's 

avoiding us. 

STEVE: I don't believe -- 

LINDA: Be honest and say that instead of 

saying he's not feeling well. 

STEVE: I don't believe he is. I really 

don't believe -- If he is -- 

LINDA: Because if he was not really feeling 

well, you would do something about -- 

STEVE: I don't think so.

STEVE: I'm tired. I'm worn out, as usual 

because no one takes my place here to talk with you 
people, so.

JOHN- 5: You know

JOHN- 5 ; Isn't that batt-- doesn't it have a 
battery pack on it? 

STEVE; You sent me one little battery pack, 
and these cameras usually, in fact, if i use it 
tomorrow it'll probably be good for, I'd imagine at the 
maximum, they say an hour, but it's usually about 45 
minutes to a half hour. 
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JOHN- 5: I see. Okay. 

STEVE: So, and then if I did, I don't have 

any flashes or any -- 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: -- light units. If I did it'd, of 

course, zap the batteries even more. 

JOHN-5: Okay. How are you gonna set this up 

tomorrow? Who are you gonna be taking pictures of? 

STEVE: I'm gonna try to take a picture of 

probably all the children here; if not, a good majority 
of them. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. How many children are we 

talking about? 

STEVE: I -- you know, I really don't know 

right off, but I think, I think it's somewhere around, 
let me -- oh, what is the number. I think it's 
somewhere around 20 or somewhere around there, give or 
take. I'm not sure. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. And these kids that are out 

there now, what, are you gonna have them in various 
rooms, you gonna have them as a group photo, or how are 
you gonna do it? 

STEVE: Probably as a group, probably have 

them come into a room and just video them there. 

JOHN-5; Um-hum. And as far as these kids 
are concerned, what have you got set up out there as 
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far as sanitary facilities? 

STEVE: Oh, since all this came about >- 

JOHN- 5: Yeah. 

STEVE: The usual. You know, the old potty 

buckets . 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum, that's kind of a grim 

situation. 

STEVE: It sure is. Mankind's been doing 

that for 5,000-some hundred years, and you're right, it 
is. 

JOHN-5: Unfortunately we don't want to 

revert back to that. 

STEVE: No, we really don't. I mean, if you 

want to turn the electricity back on. 

JOHN-5: Absolutely, that sounds like it 

could be a good deal, and I'll tell you what we'll do. 
I'll cut you a deal. What happens then, I can talk to 
our folks to turn that back on as you guys come on out .

JOHN-5: Oh, I'd love to do that. 

Unfortunately, the, my bosses won't let us do that. 

STEVE: One of these days hopefully I can 

meet or talk to one of your bosses. 

JOHN-5: We can probably set that up. 

STEVE: When, tomorrow? 

JOHN-5: We can do it right now if you want 

to. 

STEVE: Oh, sure, I wouldn't mind talking to 

one of your bosses. 

JOHN- 5: No, when you come on out. Come out 

here, we can go face to face, we'll have these guys sit 
down. 

STEVE: Because it seems like, you know, I 

heard from the beginning it seems like there's been a 
lot of confusion as to what's all going on. 

JOHN-5; I -- from where you're sitting I can 
see why you'd say that, but from where we're sitting 
it's not quite that bad. 

STEVE: Okay. 

JOHN- 5: So that kind of worked it out. Now, 

we're getting kind of concerned about Vernon there. 

STEVE : David? 
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1 JOHN-5: No, Vernon, from what we understand. 

2 Isn't that his name? 

3 STEVE: His legal --he actually paid 

4 money - - 

5 JOHN- 5: Wow. 

6 STEVE: -- went through an attorney, had his 

7 name legally changed back in, I think it was like 

8 February of 1990. 
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JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: So his name is David Koresh. 

JOHN- 5: I see. Well, you know -- 

STEVE: But you already knew. I mean, I'm 

not telling you anything new, of course. 

JOHN- 5: Well, just -- nobody's wanted to 

pick up information. 

STEVE: I mean, I'm not offended either, I 

mean, if, if you want to -- 

JOHN-5; No. There's no offense intended. 

STEVE: Okay. 

JOHN-5; Now, why -- let me see. I'm kind of 
curious. It seems that, wasn't he in court back in 
1988? 

STEVE: Yes, he was. I believe it was March 

or April or somewhere in that period of time. Probably 
April, first part of April. 

JOHN-5: Yeah, well, at that particular time. 
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why didn't he go public with the idea that he was the 
prophet or the Messiah, when he was in court? 

STEVE: He never, he never claimed to be a 

prophet or a tnessiah, never has. The only thing he's 
ever done was, he said, like. I'll just really quickly 
say it -- 

JOHN- 5: Okay. 

STEVE: -- as it says in Revelation 5, it 

shows basically only the Lamb can open and loose the 
seven seals of this Book that's in the right hand of 
the Father's hand. 

JOHN- 5: Yeah, we got -- I understand that 

we're not gonna 

STEVE ; Okay, what he says, all he says to 
that is, let me serve you, let me show you in your 
Bible where the seven seals are located. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE : Let me show you what they are and 

where they're located. 

JOHN-5: Okay. What we -- I gather the rules 

of engagement here, we're not going to be talking too 
much about the religious aspects of this. Is David the 
Lamb? 

STEVE: See, you, you're actually putting 

yourself at a disadvantage when this group is nothing 
but a religious, political group. 
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JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: So by not talking about religion I 

don't know how we're gonna ever come out of this place, 
because the people that are here long before you people 
got involved in the way you are, were interested in the 
book called the Bible and what it has to say as God's 
word. So, you know, that's the difficulty. You were 
saying what, now, is Vernon what, or David Vernon? 

JOHN-5: Actually my question was, is David/ 

Vernon the Lamb? 

STEVE: Is he the Lamb? 

JOHN- 5: Yes. 

STEVE: Well, if his performance is one where 

he's actually able to show the seven seals and all the 
information dealing with that, that's left to the 
hearer. 

JOHN-5: Okay, that's in the eye of the 

beholder, in other words. 

STEVE: Yes. 

JOHN-5: Okay. Is Vernon Jesus? 

STEVE: Positively not. 

JOHN -5; Okay. 

STEVE: Never claimed to be, he definitely is 

not . 


JOHN-5: Okay. It appears that he told 

John-1 five times he was Jesus in addition to being the 
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Lamb. 

STEVE: Not -- oh, no, not so. 

JOHN-5: This is what -- 

STEVE: I know for sure, 'cause he -- if he 

got -- 

JOHN-5: Not you. This is what he said. 

STEVE: I, well, I've never heard that in my 

life. I -- 

JOHN-5: Well, were you around when he make 

-- when he discusses this stuff to, with us? 

STEVE: Most of the time I have been, like 

say the last two, three fairly major long conversations 
that John Cox and David had, I was there. It's gonna 
be hard to hear now because they've got the sounds 
going on right now. 

JOHN-5: Yeah, I hear the background noise. 

STEVE: Yeah. So if you want, if you could, 

just talk a little bit louder. 

JOHN- 5: Okay. So if things go along this 

way -- hang on, I got a little question here for you. 

STEVE : Sure . 

JOHN- 5: When the kids were coming out here, 

they were saying something to the effect that they 
didn't have warm water, warm food or indoor plumbing, 
and they found it very much to their liking. 

STEVE: The children that -- the children -- 
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JOHN-5: Yeah, yeah, when they came on back 

out here this way. 

STEVE: Do you mean the ones that came out 

originally. 

JOHN- 5: Right. When they came out here, 

they were very happy to get back into having warm food, 
warm water for baths, and -- 

STEVE: Oh, I'm sure. 

JOHN-5: -- plumbing and all that. 

STEVE: I don't, I don't blame them. 

JOHN- 5: Okay. So the rest of these kids 

that you have in there -- 

STEVE: Don't have that, is right. 

JOHN- 5: Right. 

STEVE: That's correct. 

JOHN-5: And I gather you folks never had 

that in there. 

STEVE : That ' s correct . 

JOHN- 5: And is -- 

STEVE: Except for the warm -- no, we had 

the, you know, we heat water. 

JOHN-5: Oh, Steve. 

STEVE: They take baths in warm water and so 

forth. That's nothing, you know, I mean that's common. 

JOHN- 5: Uro-hum. Okay, Steve, so we're sort 

of rolling along. 
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STEVE: Well, let's say this. We've more 

than always as a group, as a body, as individuals, have 
had -- 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: -- more than enough money to have the 

most beautiful architectural structure that Waco has 
ever seen. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: But at the same time, the churches of 

the world all have their stained glass, carpeting, and 
the pews 

JOHN- 5; Um-hum. 

STEVE: -- and plushness. See, the idea 

behind it, if people really want truth they'll come 
irregardless of the conditions. And we don't want to 
draw people that are coming here for handouts and 
comfort and convenience. I mean, the world has already 
got, all the other churches have that. So it actually 
separates those that are whole-hearty looking for 
truth, and those that are coming for other reasons. So 
that's really the, the, the reason why it was actually 
set up and left that way. 

JOHN-5: So you folks sort of enjoy living in 

squalor. 

STEVE: Not at all. Don't enjoy it at all. 

In fact, I don't like it period. In fact, it's a daily 
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battle where one actually has to take it day by day, 
because there are times, humanly speaking, one feels 
like throwing their hands in the air and going back to, 
like Hawaii. 

JOHN-5; Um-hum. 

STEVE: And the beautiful home I had -- 

JOHN-5: What island were you on over there, 

John? 


Oahu. 


STEVE: Oahu. My name's Steve, but it was 


JOHN-5: Steve. I'm getting -- well, you 

have all these John's running around. 

STEVE: Are you sure your name is John? 

JOHN- 5: Yeah, right. 

STEVE: Okay. Yeah, I lived on the island of 
Oahu, but spent quite a bit of time on Kauai, which my, 
was my favorite island. 

JOHN- 5: Yeah. 

STEVE: My wife and I were going to build a 

home on about 20 acres there. But, of course, my 
world, my life was turned upside down when I ran into 
him -- 


JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: -- who was able to -- I was not able 
to controvert what he had, and that was the first time 
in my life I was not able to nail a, a theologian or 
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anyone from any denomination to the wall -- 

JOHN-5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: -- with the Bible. And in fact, he 

did that to me basically. He kept on answering 
everything with very clear concise answers. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: So that's how I got involved. 

JOHN- 5: I see. 

STEVE: And I do have a conviction. I mean, 

the main reason why I haven't come out is, honestly, 
because I believe strongly in God, the God of the 
Bible, and I won't get into it but, you know, that's 
it. I mean -- 

JOHN- 5: Yeah. 

STEVE: -- I really can't say 

JOHN- 5 : Well, I can understand what you're 

saying . 

STEVE: If it wasn't for that, I'd have been 

out before -- if I would have seen myself cattle trucks 
driving down the road, man, I'd have been crawling on 
my hands and knees out of this place quickly. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: If it wasn't for the conviction of 

the Bible. But I didn't even know what was going on. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: I knew that Gonzales had been here, I 
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1 saw him. And when he left I saw him head over to his 

2 house and then take off instead of eating his breakfast 

3 like he said. And I did wonder, I must admit, I 

4 wondered what was going on. 

5 JOHN- 5: Yeah, well, I don't really want to 

6 talk about that kind of stuff. 

7 STEVE: Okay, no problem. 

8 JOHN- 5: You know, the situation here that 

9 we're -- getting back to the children. 

10 STEVE: Yeah. 

11 JOHN-5: In essence, what we're talking 

12 about, the conditions you got the kids in, would be 

13 considered child abuse in certain areas. 

14 STEVE: Well, then let them prosecute us and 

15 hang us by the neck till dead and then they can be free 

16 of, you know, individuals like us. 

17 JOHN- 5: Well, what kind of childhood did you 

18 have, Steve, that -- 

19 STEVE: Well, you got to remember. You know, 

20 when you look at America and the American frontier and 

21 how this country started for the last 250, 3, 400

If that's child abuse, I've never

be so hyperactive and then the parents are not

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consistent in their, in their training of the children 
and in their correction of the children -- The first 
thing that impressed me about David when I first met 
him was when he had his 16 -year-old -- 16 -month boy 
Cyrus . 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: And the little boy was acting up and 

David says, "No, son," just like that. Not loud, not 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: -- never raising a voice to him. And 

he started making a fuss and so forth, and David says, 
"Son, come here." 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: "Bring your spoon." So he took him 

around the corner, didn't make a big scene out of it, 
and he talked to him and then he, he took the spoon 
five times, not hard, on his seat, went 1, 2, 3, 4, 5. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: And the son he turned around, hugged 

his dad, they kissed each other on the cheek. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: I mean, I've never seen children 

behave consistent, well -- and this, all this other 
nonsense with the press, I'm telling you for a fact, 
it's not true. It's -- 
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1 JOHN-5: It certainly Bounds like he has a 

2 way with children. I got a little problem, Steve. I'm 

3 trying to work this out in mind if you can help me out . 

4 STEVE: Well (Indiscernible) if you, if you 

5 have problems I hope I can help you. 

6 JOHN-5: That'S what I'm trying and hope you 

7 can do here too. 
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STEVE: Why, do you have children that are 

misbehaving, that are hyperactive or what? 

JOHN-5: Well, something along this line. 

STEVE: Okay. Read the Book of Proverbs. 

JOHN-5: Can I, can I squeeze it in here 

before -- 

STEVE: You sure, you sure can. 

JOHN-5: -- you run over me with this 

business here? 

STEVE: Okay -- 

JOHN- 5; Have you ever known any prophet who 
has taken wives and children away from husbands and 
parents and had copulation with them? 

STEVE: I've, I've heard of things like that 

before when I studied comparative religion and so 
forth. 

JOHN- 5: Dm-hum. 

STEVE: There's many religions in the world 

that are extremely bizarre like Tantric Buddhism, 
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Lamaism, as some call it. 

JOHN-5: Yeah. But in this day and age and 

in this culture, how would you rationalize that in 
your mind as the correct way to do things? 

STEVE: Well, see, whatever my answer would 

be for you, I mean, of course -- 

JOHN- 5: I'm waiting to hear now, I'd be kind 

of curious to see what you have to say. 

STEVE: But, but in the -- in the first 

place, ask your question again, because I, I don't know 
that I caught all of it and I don't want to ma-- I want 
to make sure that I heard exactly what you were saying. 

JOHN- 5: Okay. In essence, I've never re-- 

STEVE: Just a minute. 

JOHN- 5: All right. You -- 

STEVE: Listen to this for a minute, 'cause 


JOHN- 5: Okay, go ahead. 

STEVE: Listen to this one. (Pause.) I 

mean, that's what I'm -- you're competing against that, 
so -- 

JOHN-5: No, my he-- 

STEVE: -- if I'm missing some of your, part 

of your -- wait just a minute. Is that -- 
(Indiscernible, speaking to someone in background.) 


JOHN- 5: Yeah. 
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STEVE: (Indiscernible) 

UNIDENTIFIED VOICE IN BACKGROUND: Is he 

talking to -- 

STEVE: Scott. 

UNIDENTIFIED MALE SPEAKER: Yeah. 

STEVE: Go over to the other window. 

(Unidentified male voice in background not 
discernible. ) 
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STEVE: Okay, yeah, I got a guy here that's 

talking to a dog ear. If that isn't bizarre I don't 
know what is. Go ahead, John. 

JOHN-5: Okay, here's what the situa-- I 

have got, I've been hearing these various stories and 
what I've got trouble understanding is how can a fellow 
understand -- 

STEVE: Have multiple wives? 

JOHN- 5: No, no, no, no. 

STEVE: It'S illegal. 

JOHN-5: Shh, shh. Please, let me finish, 

okay, I'm in -- 

STEVE: Okay, oh, I'm sorxy. 

JOHN-5: Okay. How can a man give up his 

wife and his children, have hie wife cop-- being 
screwed, basically, by this prophet, and then having 
hie children screwed by this prophet. 


STEVE: Well, it's not happened. It's all 
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1 something that has come from people that -- 

2 STEVE: Well -- 

3 JOHN-5: -- now avowed enemies of this group, 

4 that followed -- like Marc Breault. He's the one that 

5 introduced me to David. He himself finally obtained a 

6 master's degree in theology. Loma Linda University. 

7 JOHN-5: Um-hum. 

8 STEVE: He -- 
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JOHN-5: Ah, Loma Linda, know it well. 

STEVE : He went . 

JOHN-5: What about Judy though, didn't Judy 

-- wasn't that your wife and didn't that happen to you? 

STEVE: Not at all. In fact -- 

JOHN- 5: Did she -- 

STEVE: -- all these -- that's not, you ought 

to hear some of the other rumors and bizarre things 
that Marc Breault came up with. 

JOHN- 5: Okay, tell me about it, I'm 

interested in hearing. 

STEVE: Well, I've heard things like right 

from the beginning that I've run around in a brown robe 
in places like London. That, oh, I -- 

JOHN-5: It might be very fashionable over 

there, you never know. 

STEVE: Well, yeah, you're probably right, 

especially on Carnaby, huh? 
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JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: But, no, there's been, there's no end 

of those kind of things. I'll tell you how it worked 
right from the beginning. When I first met David I was 
in Hawaii, and I belonged to the Seventh Day Adventist 
Church . 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: There was like, there's probably 

6,000, 7,000 members, whatever. And all of a sudden my 
name went, went around that island so fast, I didn't 
even know who the guy was. I was just listening to 
him, asking him a few questions -- 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: Listen to this. Listen. (Pause.) 

You hear that, John? 

JOHN-5: That soun-- I'm not quite sure. It, 

some sort of noise -- 

STEVE: They, they've got a baby crying over 

the speakers right now. 

JOHN- 5: Oh. 

STEVE : An infant . 

JOHN- 5: You know -- 

STEVE: Child abuse, John, child abuse. 

JOHN-5: Uh-huh. Well, what about this 

situation with Judy, let's get -- 

STEVE: You don't, do you always have a baby 
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there that you're beating on or something? 

JOHN- 5: Yeah, the Bureau baby. Right. 

STEVE: Okay, okay, go ahead. 

JOHN-5: Anyhow, Steve, we understand that -- 

how do you explain that Judy had a wife by David? 

STEVE: A wife? Judy -- 

JOHN- 5: Had a child by David. 

STEVE: Judy had a wife -- 

JOHN- 5: We'll get this straight yet. 

STEVE; (Laughs.) You see, you're just 
listening to -- 

JOHN- 5: Uh-huh. 

STEVE; You're reading too many of these 
Inquirer and Star magazines. 

JOHN- 5: Oh, I wish I had the time, but is 

there any truth to this? 

STEVE: Yeah. John, there's no truth to any 

of that, whatever -- 

JOHN- 5: There's no truth that David -- 

STEVE; No, what you need to do -- 
JOHN-5: -- and Judy had a child? Your wife 

Judy had a child? 

STEVE; I'll tell you -- 
JOHN- 5: By David? 

STEVE: All these rumors, let's take them one 

at a time. In fact, I will tell you what is true 
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though. It is true that he did marry a 14 -year-old 
girl, Rachel Ha-- Rachel Jones, that is true. 

JOHN- 5; All right. 

STEVE: And it is true that he does have more 

than one wife, just like he's stated. 

JOHN-5: Is your wife Judy one of his wives? 

STEVE: Judy has been my wife always. 

JOHN- 5: All right. 

STEVE: His wives, he, in fact, will show 

you, I believe he, didn't he show you a picture of them 
and the video that was taken? I'm, I know he did. 

We'd sent it in to you. 

JOHN-5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: Don't you remember the video? Did 

you ever get to see the video? 

JOHN-5: No, I didn't see that particular 

video. 

STEVE: Oh, okay, no wonder you're asking me 

these questions. 

JOHN- 5; Right. Well, did Judy have a child 
with David that -- 

STEVE: I'll tell you what. You know what 

I'd like to do? 

JOHN-5: Did he or didn't she? 

STEVE: I'm going to -- no, listen to me, 


John. 
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JOHN- 5: Yes or no, Steve. 

STEVE: I'm going to ask you a number of 

questions first. 

JOHN-5: No, no, no, I'm -- but -- 

STEVE: No, I mean, I, I do this all the 

time, you know, go with people. I mean, you know, 
this, this whole thing like even with the press. 

JOHN- 5: Okay. 

STEVE: When I come walking out of here, the 

sensationalism of the press, the fir-- you know what 
they're going to be asking. 

JOHN- 5: No. 

STEVE: Like yourself. You know, the 

more -- 

JOHN-5: Well, I don't think they're going to 

be asking that, 'cause I don't think they'll have a 
chance to talk to you about it. 

STEVE: (Indiscernible) the nonsense, the 

bizarre and so forth. Everything I'm going to talk to 
you about is gonna deal in the logic. It's gonna make 
sense. I'm gonna get -- everything deals with the 
Bible, by the way. Do you, do you believe in this book 
called the Bible or not? I mean, it's no big deal 
either way if you do or not to me, because, you know 


JOHN- 5: Urn- hum. 
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STEVE: -- I would still respect you. I 

don't have any other, no reason why not to. 

JOHN- 5: Hey, I unders-- 

STEVE: Do you believe, do you believe in the 

Bible? 

JOHN- 5: Excuse me? Well, I don't really get 

into that one way or the other. Okay? 

STEVE: Well, I was serious. You, you asked 


me some pretty -- 

JOHN- 5: Look, I'm serious too, but let's get 

back to this other situation. 

STEVE: You asked me, you asked me some 

pretty bizarre questions that are actually, some of -- 
JOHN- 5: Well, they're not -- here's what 

happened 

STEVE : -- they're very offending, you know 

that. 


JOHN- 5: You -- I can understand that and, 

and I must 


STEVE : I mean, to be honest with you -- 

JOHN-5: We've been hearing these stories and 

I just want to get to the, the basic truth of it. 

STEVE; -- has your wife gone to bed with -- 
are you married? 

JOHN- 5: Yes. 

STEVE: Has your wife been to bed with any 
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1 Other man besides yourself? 

2 JOHN-5: Oh, I don't know, not recently, I

5 JOHN-5: Yeah, I can imagine, that's, that's 

6 -- the noise is really loud bac)c there. You got some 

7 real heavy background noise. 

8 STEVE: Yeah, it must be some FBI agent 

9 laying out there snoring or something, I don't know. 

10 JOHN- 5: There's a lot of that going around. 

11 STEVE: Yeah. 

12 JOHN -.5: Did -- 

13 STEVE: I'd really -- 

14 JOHN-5: Steve, did you legally change your 

15 name to Koresh? 

16 STEVE: No, none of us have, only David has. 

17 JOHN- 5: Okay. 

18 STEVE: Only David has. 

19 JOHN-5: I see. And David's still -- is 

20 David sleeping through all this? 

21 STEVE; I, I would imagine he is not. 

22 JOHN- 5: In a case like that, why don't we 

23 get him on the phone for just a fast 30 seconds. 

24 STEVE; I asked him earlier when he was 

25 actually awake. 
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JOHN- 5: Yeah? 
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STEVE: And he said he, he did not feel well. 
He says he was not in a frame of mind to talk to 
anybody. That's what he actually said. 

JOHN- 5: Yeah. 

STEVE: And he said, tell them I hopefully 

will be speaking with them tomorrow. 

JOHN- 5: Yeah. 

STEVE: That'S what he told me, and I says, 

okay, will do it. 

JOHN-5: Yeah, 'cause we have a rather 

important message for him that we want to bring on up. 

STEVE: I realize that, but you got to 

remember you guys have -- the -- not you, but the rest 
have done this since day one, insisted, but, you know 
yourself, if you're in a place under these kind of 
circumstances, you're going to do what you want to do. 
And right now, and being that the guy is wounded, he's 
not feeling well, I mean there's times you just don't 
want to talk. I mean, I've already been sick. 

JOHN- 5: Yeah. Well -- 

STEVE: There are times, you know, I mean 

it's aggravating to have someone come and bother you 
and so forth. 

JOHN- 5; Um-hum. 

STEVE: I mean, I'm a very irritable person 


in the morning. 
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JOHN-5: Yeah, these are very unusual 

circumstances, though, Steve. 

STEVE: Tell me, hey, tell me. I came out 

here from California — 

JOHN- 5: So consequently he -- 

STEVE: --a month ago to study the Bible for 

-- I was going to go back to California and boom, boom, 
boom, boom, boom, and I'm laying, ducking on the flo-- 
they, you should have seen the bullets go over the top 
of my -- I didn't even know why they were shooting 
where I was. There wasn't a soul around there doing 
any shooting. 

JOHN- 5: Yeah. I don't really want to get 

involved in it. We're not going to be talking about 
that situation, as you know. 

STEVE: Well, the ATF agent is nationally, 

that's for sure. 

JOHN-5: Well, we don't talk about it 

ourselves . 

STEVE: (Indiscernible) for me to shut his 

mouth . 

JOHN-5; Well, unfortunately, you and I, we 
can't discuss it. 

STEVE; Well, that's -- to tell you the 
truth, that's one guy I'm not crazy about at all. 

JOHN-5; I can understand it. 
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STEVE: To think a guy in America like that 

would do something like that -- 
JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: -- not even himself seeing and 

knowing all the facts. What kind of a human being is 
he? 


JOHN-5: Steve, what's gonna happen here, I'm 

more concerned with talking with David or Vernon. And 
what's happening with that, by him not showing any sort 
of leadership on this situation and jeopardizing 
everybody even more out there. 

STEVE: I believe he's -- 

JOHN-5: We're trying to resolve this thing 

peacefully. 

STEVE; John, I believe he will though, 1 
really do believe he will. 

JOHN-5: He's gonna come down and talk to us 

tomorrow? 


STEVE: I'm hoping, I'm, I'm seriously -- 

JOHN- 5; Or how about tonight? 

STEVE; I think he's getting better, but I 
think he's always trying to push it too quick. But I, 

I looked at the wo\ind, I saw it today, and it's the 
best I've seen it, even though he had a headache and so 
forth. 


JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 
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STEVE: But I, I think that's just -- I, I 

got a feeling it may only be some signs of healing 
still, I really do. I don't think, I think he's okay. 
The, the color of his skin doesn't look bad, he's -- 

JOHN-5: Do you know what kind of medicine 

you're putting on that? 

STEVE: I, I don't know what she's actually 

doing with it. I know they have some. I don't 
remember what you people also sent in that bag other 
than the bugs, but -- 

JOHN- 5: Well. What, what bag? 

STEVE: This, there was a ba-- they called it 

a suture bag, of course. 

JOHN- 5: Okay, suture bag. 

STEVE: It had (Indiscernible) and all sorts 

of different things. 

JOHN-5: And this is when the nurse took that 

stuff and managed to patch him up. 

STEVE: Yeah. 

JOHN- 5; Yeah. Okay. I think what we're 
concerned about is, he spoke to us about four days ago. 
And then we thought, okay, we might be able to speak 
with him again, and then lo and behold, he just dropped 
out of sight. Now, we're wondering what his situation 
is in there. Now, you seem to think that he's 
constantly sleeping or meditating? 
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STEVE: I don't think he is sleeping. You 

know, I mean, 1,1-- especially with this kind of 
noise going on. He's a very light sleeper from what I 
understand, unless he's been awake for like -- that day 
that he was -- 

JOHN-5: Um-hum. 

STEVE: Remember a week ago and he sent out 

like seven people in less than twenty- four hours? 

JOHN- 5: Yeah. 

STEVE: He had talked and talked for well 

over 24 hours. He really did. 

JOHN- 5: Terrific. 

STEVE; And finally he just passed out. I 
mean, he literally passed out -- 

JOHN- 5; Um-hum. 

STEVE: -- because of being awake so long. 

And then being in this weakened state . And he told me 
before he went out, he says, well. I'll talk to you 
when I wake up again about who else we can be sending 
out, or you talk to me. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

STEVE; And that's when all these other 
things took place, with the cutting the cords and then 
the sounds and, you know, all these other things that 
the commanders decided to do. And that's what actually 
broke this whole thing. It really did. 
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1 JOHN- 5: Okay. 

2 STEVE: And then he tried, and myself with 

3 Livingston Fagan tried to regenerate it again. 

4 JOHN- 5: Um-hum. 

5 STEVE: And that more destruction outside, 

6 more of the same thing, so ever since then I've had a 

7 hard time even with him, let alone talking to these 

8 people. And then I get people like Dick and Henry and 
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JOHN- 5: The rest of the gang, huh? 

STEVE: -- John-3 and everybody else 

expecting to do what we've been doing right up to this 
time, but I keep on telling them the -- they tell me 
the commanders want more and I'm telling them they're 
wrecking everything that we're doing and it's getting 
ten times worse. And, and the more they threaten these 
people the more they'll lay down right on the floor and 
they can run the tanks over them. I mean, that's, that 
becomes the attitude. 

JOHN- 5: Um-hum. Well, you know, you've got 

your hands full. You got a -- 

STEVE: I'll -- tell me. 

JOHN-5; -- obviously 

STEVE : Tell me. 

JOHN-5; Yeah, I can see David not being able 
to help you out too much, and you're basically trying 



to run the show -- 
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STEVE: Well, but, but know your, know your 

commanders . 

JOHN- 5: Say again? 

STEVE: Know your commanders. They're not 

helping me out either, are they. 

JOHN-5: Yeah. Well, in a situation like 

that we're trying to get the thing done out here. And 
what's happening here, we're -- safety is every, on 
everybody's mind. You sound like you're working in the 
right direction, trying to get this thing resolved 
peacefully and so forth. 

STEVE: Well, I sure thought so but I don't 

know anymore. 

JOHN- 5: And if you -- but now you've got our 

friend David not -- apparently incommunicado. And 
you're -- he's not talking to anybody, he's completely 
either sleeping or meditating or something like that, 
so this whole responsibility for this operation is 
falling on your shoulders. Now, what are you going to 
do about it? 

STEVE; I really -- probably, number one, I'm 
trying to figure out how I can get out to where those 
speakers are and stick some rags in there. 

JOHN-5: That's the, that's the first date. 

STEVE: Huh? 
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JOHN-5: It -- let me -- that's the first 

step, yeah. 

STEVE: Yeah, you, just so I could talk to 

you. You know, one thing that is, I think that's 
really caused him to be the way he is. In fact, I know 
he has said something about it. Since you guys started 
doing that with the noises and so forth, it's like it's 
irritated him to the place where, keep it up and he 
just, he won't bother talking with you anymore. 

JOHN- 5: Yeah. 

STEVE: I did hear him say something to that 

effect in the beginning when this all started. He felt 
very insulted that, when he had worked with John Cox 
and seven people went out in that period of time -- 

JOHN- 5; Urn- hum.

And while 
I'm here all of a sudden guns break out and because -- 

JOHN: Yeah. Why did he have the guns? 

STEVE ; Huh? 

JOHN: Why did he have all this -- what else 
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did he have in there besides guns? 

STEVE: Because from what he tells me -- now, 

I wasn't always around 'cause I was in California -- 
but he told me that a guy by the name of Henry McMann 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

STEVE: -- approached him or through his 

daugh -- I think it was a step-daughter or something 
like that.

STEVE; -- but he -- it's like a living --he 
was a living legend because he's so, he's so heavy into 
archeology, religion.

3 he's a contributing editor to this archeological -- I 

4 think a review. It's some -- I believe it's a 

5 quarterly, if I remember right.

7 STEVE: David Noel Freedman I believe his 

8 name is . 
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JOHN: Okay. Do you think both you and David 

would want to sit down and -- across the table from 
some of these -- 

STEVE: Oh, I'd love to. I'd love to. 

JOHN: What about David, would he like to do 

some -- 

STEVE: Oh, definitely. Most definitely. 

JOHN: Okay. In a section like -- situation 
like that, if we could set something up. What would 
you think if you guys came on out, sat down and 
discussed all this? Perhaps we could even get, what, 
T.V. cameras on it or something like that, CNN.

I -- I had a --

STEVE: I know -- he had -- he's what? 

JOHN: He has ret -- gone back to from where 

he came. 

STEVE: Yeah, I know and even while, while he 

was still around, for some reason between yourselves 
collectively or the commanders, they didn't want him to 
continue on the phone with me. I don't understand why 
not unless it was his own choice, whatever.

this is what I'm hoping that you have -- 
STEVE; I mean what -- 
JOHN: -- foremost in your mind.

JOHN: Uh-huh.

times where I've gotten mad at people in this group 
like. I mean any time you're in close proximity to

JOHN: Uh-huh. 
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STEVE: There you go again, you're talking to 

Bomebody else but come back to me for a second. 

JOHN: I'm here, I'm here, my ears are glued 

to the phone.

STEVE: Well, sure I can but don't you 

remember I told you I also have convictions. 

JOHN: Uh-huh.

JOHN: One thing at a time, Steve, one thing

STEVE; I've got to make sure that I'm doing 
the right thing even for myself. I really do. I, I -- 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

STEVE: -- I realize you don't understand 

that. I really do. 

JOHN; No, I understand it, you know. 

STEVE: You've never walked in my shoes, you 

know. You don't have my experience. You haven't seen 
the world from my perspective. 

JOHN; Uh-huh. 

STEVE: But I really don't think that you'd 
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1 see it as being so out of the ordinary, if you ever had 

2 the opportunity to sit down with me, I really don't. 

3 JOHN: Okay. But you've got to think about

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STEVE: (Indiscernible) -- John, -- I, I -- 

JOHN: Don't get cold feet. 

STEVE: No, look it, I'm thinking about it 

morning, noon and -- how can I help but not, man? 

Don't you think I've -- that I don't have butterflies 
and 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

STEVE: -- not wondering about this, 

wondering about --of course I do. 

JOHN: Steve -- 

STEVE: (Indiscernible) . 

JOHN; -- grab unto this thought, okay? 

STEVE: Yeah. 

JOHN: Just like you -- one way or another 

you're eventually going to be coming out. 

STEVE: Truly. I agree with you, I do. 

JOHN: And -- so, consequently, let's do, 

let's do it the easiest way possible for all concerned. 
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especially for you and your people in there. This 
ain't going to go away. 

JOHN: I know it's not. No one here has ever 

said that it would. In fact, they've all planned on 
coining out. They just -- they want to make sure about 
one thing and that's the spiritual aspect. This whole 
thing that -- the reason why they came here, John. I 
mean I wished there wasn't -- if it wasn't for that 
issue, people -- what on earth -- 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

I STEVE: --is going on out here. 

JOHN: Don't you feel any responsibility for 

these people? 

STEVE: You -- listen to this. 

JOHN: I am. I hear the noise in the 

background. But don't you -- you recruited these 
people, they're in there with you now, don't you feel 
some moral responsibility to these people? 

STEVE: You hear all that? 

JOHN; And how. But don't you feel a moral 
responsibility to these people? You recruited them, 
you got them in there now. 

STEVE: Yeah, well, of course. 

JOHN: And that -- you know, this isn't going 

STEVE: And that's why -- don't you think 
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I've -- 

JOHN: -- to go away. That they're going to 

be coming out one way or another. Why don't you make 
it, make it easier for them? 

STEVE: John, don't you think I've actually 

gone to them more than anybody and talked to them over 
and over again?

STEVE; Well, the way I consider -- what I 
see with the ATF and the whole justice system, what the 
-- Kathy Schroeder and what's happened to her already, 

I don't -- I think that --in honesty, I think the ATF 
wants to make an example of us. I think they want to 
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use us to bring about gun control in this country. 
That's what I totally, honestly believe. 

JOHN: Well, well, let's, let's not -- 

STEVE: I think that they're -- I think, I 

think, I think -- 

JOHN: -- talk about what ATF believes or 

wants. Let's talk about you, guy. 

STEVE: I honestly believe there are powerful 

merchants in this country that have certain designs on 
the people and we are like a bunch of stupid sheep, the 
masses. We suck down all the TV into our minds without 
really thinking the issue -- 

JOHN: You're talking, you're talking about a 

nation of sheep here now? 

STEVE: Yes, I am talking about a nation of 

sheep. You can just tell by callers that call in on 
talk shows the ignorance, I mean the total ignorance of 
the masses. Look at how they're so easily moved by 
advertisements given by different merchants and so 
forth. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

STEVE: I mean, I mean, come on, I mean I'm a 
history student. All my life I've wanted to know why 
this, why that. And I honestly came across some 
individuals like an admiral of the Navy. I could give 
you hie name. 
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JOHN: Well, that's okay. 

STEVE: I -- 

JOHN: What I'm concerned about now -- you 

know, you're talking about all these people that are 
sitting on the fence -- one way or the other. What -- 
rather than get these -- 

STEVE: Did you know that -- 

JOHN: They have their situa-- why don't you 

just have the kids be sent out? Bring the -- 

STEVE: Hey, did you know that -- 

JOHN: -- kids out. Bring the kids out with 

you tomorrow. 

STEVE: Can I ask you a question? Do you 

know what a republic is versus a democracy? Are you 
familiar with those terms? 

JOHN: Yes. 

STEVE: Well, I'm glad you are because this 

country at one time, when I was young, was especially 
called a republic. Now we hear democracy is -- 

JOHN; Uh-huh. 

STEVE: -- closer to socialism. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. That's an entirely different 

situation that I don't want to get into. 

STEVE; Very clearly, very clearly to me a 
republic guarantees the rights of even minorities 
whereas, you know, a democracy, majority rules. I, 
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myself, I -- when you're talking about me coming out 
and all that -- 

JOHN; Uh-huh. 

STEVE: -- I'm not, I'm not extremely happy 

about the prospect of what I see is going to be 
happening. You ask me, well, what do I see is going to 
happen to these people, to myself? 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

STEVE: And I'm not joking when I say I 

believe the ATF --or they can't wait to get their 
hands on us and make an example of us, no matter 
whether they're right or wrong. That is -- it has 
nothing to do with anything.

because Vernon is afr-- would have nobody else to hide 
behind .

So, you're talk >- you 
guy -- for you it's 20 some days. For me -- 

JOHN; Yeah, but before I took this hyped up 
situation, yeah. 

STEVE; -- it's six and a half years. But 
who's fault is that? That's a group called ATF. 

JOHN: Don't know anything about that. 

STEVE: You're lucky. I wish I didn't 

either. 


JOHN: You know, Steve, what kind of a 

positive sign have you shown us in the last couple of 
days that you're working with us, you're trying to 
resolve this thing in the best way. I'm kind of-- 
STEVE: Well, here's the sign I've been 
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looking for. 

JOHN: Okay. 

STEVE: I've been waiting for the American 

government to lock up a couple of those guys that were 
involved in such an operation. I really have been. 

JOHN: What, what, what op -- 

STEVE: The ATFs coming in and doing what 

they did without even handing -- knocking at the door 
without giving a search warrant. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

STEVE: Four witnesses stood at that door. 

JOHN: Okay. Look, I don't want to talk 

anything about that. I understand what your problems 
are. We talked about this before with other people. 
We're not going to be talking about what the ATF did or 
a few other things. We're just going to leave that 
alone. 

What I'm concerned about is getting you out 
of there, getting the kids out of there, getting this 
whole thing resolved safely without any injuries to 
anybody .

do as a positive sign, this thing tomorrow with the -- 

STEVE; Well, let's, let's start out by 
letting me, you know -- daily is from 8:00 to 9:00. 

So, right after 9:00 -- 11:00, could someone then -- 

JOHN: Dailies, what do you mean by dailies? 

STEVE: That's our worship. If you look in 

the Bible, the Judah -- Judaism and into Christianity 
in the early centuries kept what's called a daily. 

It's actually like a communion -- 

JOHN: Okay. 

STEVE: -- where you spend an hour in 
meditation or reading the Bible and that's twice a day.
